To mend a break In any port ol tho 
furniture, U tho parts have been glued 
tn);»tlicr before, ncrapo olT all tho old 
rIiic uro putliiiKOn the now; but If a 
new break, with 11 1)i'UHh put on tho 
frlue,nn<ld() not !>•! iifraiil of itfiii;,' loo 
much, lu any ttuportluouii glue e;in bo 
removed aflar tba work has bardaoed. 
Press the part* broken together oloso- 
ly, and tie Ihoiu with n stout eord to 
kiM'p thnrn ia pliu^e until tho 
j^liie burdond. I'ut uwny for 
11 day or two,ouo day at tho least, in a 
cool placo, then roiuovo the cord, and 
the urticle will b« lu* firm 041 when Hrst 
made. If the break U in nn out-of-tho- 
wuy plact!, Hiieli lu tho lo:» of u table 
nrchuir, ufliT tlie i^Um liui'deiis i,erupo

The two patients 1 bring before you 
owe their ditteaso to the fact that they 
havo steadily refused to eat potatoes, 
although abundantly Hiippllod with 
them. The potato is one of tho host 
anti-ecorbuticfl, and is l>ellevcd to de- 
rive this property from the jK)tasHlum 
which it contains in lar;;t> ainouut Tho 
opinion ibii potassium ia a highly 
anti-«eorbatio nibataneek and that its 
absaaeo from the food Is one of tho 
causes of scurvy, was first announced 
about foKy years n^o by (turrud, and 
wuii adopted by l.iebig. 

The diagnosis of a case of primary 
scurvy i>resents no dilHculty to one 
who has closely observed a singlo well- 
marked case of the dlseue; but soo- 
ondnry eases, i. e., cases ortnirrini; in 
Ihf I'oiirsc of iirinUier <li:.c:i.sn. ar-e vt-ry 
apt to bo overlooked. The patient b»- 
tog already oonOned to bed, tho pains 
on walking, so great In the primary 
forms, arc nnpcr-ccivi'd. wliiii! the iu- 
cvv.u*iU'^ ftM.'hl.'tif^s is altilbuled in tho 
primary alTei-tion. Lusegue and I.O- 
i;roux, who studied noarly one hundred 
cases of scurvy in the central infirm- 
ary of tho prisons of Paris during the 
siege of that city by tho Rermans lo 
1870, stale with reference l.i their ciiHes 
of neconilar) s^-nrvy tlial iniuiy of llieui 
would have been overloukod but for 
tbabr daUjr oaraful laareh for ita nwat- 
fuatatiou In all the paUaati under 
taelroare.— Dr. F. P. Hanrjr, la Med-

Tito IMiidom t'TO S ow t od br Klua Holomon 
tn tho tluoon of Nholio. 

The Cj-own Prince of Abyssinin, Has 
Aroii Selassie, also the only son ot 
King John, wai married in March, 
18R3, to tho Prinbea* Harin of Schoo. 
Tho nuptial festivities lasted a fort- 
iilt^hu cluriiif^ which perliKl a long 
pi-oj^ramme of l)au()Uetd and balls, 
races and hunting parties was carried 
out to the letter. 'i hroughout the 
marriage ceremony IVlncoss Maria 
wore upon her heail tho most precious 
heir-loom of her family— a massive 
j,'oldeii diadem. I'nricluul with twelve 
hufie rubbles, which was once tho 
l>roporty ot King Bolomon, the Wise. 
Tho Kchoa dynasty, the oldest 
royal house In exlslouco. and Kin;^ 
Menelik claim uiibrokcii descent from 
tho Queeu of Sboba, whoso 
visit In state to tho oourt 
of Jerusalem la recorded in 
tho Scriptures. I'rincess Maria's 
Ulnatrlous aneoslress, whose eharnis 
aro supposed to have inspiri>d the song 
of song>i, receiveil the di.-idem in ques- 
tion ns a gift from her onaiuorod host 
during her sojourn in tlie Jewish ca|>- 
Ital, and It has ever since her death 
been worn by her female descendants 
at their vv4>diiiti;;^, fi-.»rn jjinieration to 
geuoraliun, down to the present time. 
As soon as tho Arobblabop ol Qondar, 
on the oecRsion above alluded to, hod 
pronounced the nuptial benediction 
upon the royal pair, this relic was re- 
moved friini tJie bride's brow by her 
r.'iiliei , :iiid restored to lU resting place 
unutnt; the rej^alia of Seboa. The 
Crown Prince was not u married laon 
long. In June. IM.Sf<, ho died, and it 
was susiKM'ted he was poisoned. Tho 
dealti of the ItiLS Aroo-Solassio leaves 
tho cliance of royal suooeaslon to Men- 
elik II., father of the widowed Prlnceaa, 
and who, like former monoroha of hla 
lino, claims din^ct descent from King 
.Solomon and the Quoen of Shaba.— 
l.ondon Telegraph.

The oommaroa ol 
the Kastern natlras was carried on 
fur cenlurioa by means of those 
wcltrhts of inetaL It was tho Greeks, 
the Creeks of Phociea in Ionia, 
who, in the seventh century, 11 C. 
first conceived tho idea of coining 
; money, that is of stjimj^ini,' on eiudi 
' pioee their cU]/ arius, tho jihoca or 
seal, thua glvtnr tka warranty ol Ihelr 
state for the right wcltbt and value of 
those pieces. Krnni l^hoca'a this art 
ut eidnint; spri'ad rapidly to the other 
(Ircek towns of Asia Minor, and was 
tiicnco transplanted to iEgtna. the 
I'deponnesus. Athens, and the Graok 
colonies in Africa and in Italy. The 
weight of the most ancient gold coin 
in all these countries was originally 
the sani.ui- lhat ot the ancient liabylon- 
lan ifold sheki I, only sUuupcd with tho 
Arms of each country, whiob t|Ms mode 
itself rosponsiblu for lis proper weight 
And this gold shekel or pound, in 
*pito of hi.storiei.l dir.tiirbaiiei» has 
held its own through uonturies. The 
gold oolnf -^ot Cnaraa, "Darius, Philip 
ud AleuadAr hav« all about thaaanw 
weight as tho old Babylonhui gold 
shekel, fio of thorn going to 1 mina 
of gold; and. what Is stranger still, 
■auruwn sovereign, or pound, or shekel, 
has nearly the same weiglit. 60 of them 
r>lar to an old Babylonian «<■• of 
TOld. In andent timea SO silver 
drachmas or half sliekels went to a 
gold shekel, just as v.-itb us 2t> silver 
shillings aro etpiivaleiit to a sovereign. 
Thisaooieat shilling was agaia sub- 
divided Into f) co]i|ior coins, HU being 
the lavoritu Babyloiiiiui tl;;ure.
